Destruction of Crops by the River Dar- 
row Overflow. 


THE WATER SWEEPING AWAY MANY 
HOUSES AND OUTBUILDINGS. 


Nearly Half the Crops in Scotland De-

DUBLIN, Sept. 2.—Dispatches from Water- 
ford state that the river Barrow,in conse- 
quence of the recent heavy rainstorms, has 
overflowed, and that its waters are flooding 
thousands of acres and destroying‘ the crops 
near the river banks. In addition, the 
waters are sweeping away many houses, 
barns and other similar buildings, and gen.

THE CROPS. 


The Weather Bureau’s Bulletin for August 
—Frosts in Dakota. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Sept. 3.— The weather 
crop bulletin of the Weather Bureau for the 
month of August, issued to-day, says the 
month was warmer than usual on the Atlan- 
tic coast, in the large lake regions in Michi- 
gan and in the States, but cooler than the 
average temperature for August throughout 
the central valleys. The excess in tempera- 
ture amounted to about two degrees 
per day in Southern New England and 
Southeast New York, and it ranged from 
two degrees to four degrees per day on the 
Pacific Coast. In the western portion of the 
cotton region and thence northward to lowa 
the deficiency in temperature amounted to 
about two degrees per day. Frosts 
in the extreme Northwest at about the usual 
time, but the whole crop was so well ad- 
vanced that only very slight damage oe. 
curred in the extreme northern portion of 
Minnesota and North Dakota. Frost reached 
the northern boundary of Iowa, but reports 
generally indicate that no material injury 
resulted to the cotton crop. The occurrence 
of these frosts warnings were sent by this 
service to the cranberry and tobacco regions 
of Wisconsin, which enabled the farmers to 
take the usual precautions to prevent injury 
tocrops. Reports indicate that the frosts 
were quite severe in the exposed localities in 
this region, and that the cranberry crop has 
been injured, although doubtless much ben- 
efit must have resulted from the frost warn- 
ings, which enabled the growers to flood the 
marshes. 

During the month of August the rainfall 
has been greater than usual in the interior of 
New England and the Middle Atlantic States 
from Virginia southward over South Carolina, 
the heaviest occurring in the last named 
State, where the total precipitation ranged 
from stx to eleven inches. The rainfall was 
also in excess from the lake region westward 
to the Pacific coast along the northern 
boundary of the United States andthe States 
of the Central Mississippi Valley. Portions 
of Texas and Colorado also report limited 
areas of excessive rain. Over the greater 
portion of the Colorado region the rain- 
fall was much less than usual, and 
on the East Gulf Coast and in Texas the de- 
ficiency in the monthly rainfall ranged from 
four to six inches. The corn crop is late and 
will probably require about two weeks more 
favorable weather to place it beyond injury 
from frosts. Of course, this does not apply 
to the condition of the crop in Southern Kan- 
sas and thence eastward to Tennessee and 
Kentucky, where, at this season, the crop is 
well advanced. Reports from the Colorado 
region indicate that the unfavorable weather 
caused permanent injury tocrops in some 
regions and in Alabama where shedding will 
materially reduce the yield, while in Texas 
the yield may remain the same as last year, 
owing to the increased acreage. 


KILLING FROSTS COMING. 

Minn., Sept: 2.—The St. Paul 
weather bureau has information that an area 
of high pressure of great magnitude has ap- 
peared over that portion of the British pos- 
sessions north of Washington State. It will 
bring severe and killing frosts over nearly all 
the Northwest and several of the States cn.

The fourth and most important meeting of 
the Missouri World’s Fair Commission was 
called to order at 11 o’clock this morning, 
one hour late, by President N. H. Gentry of 
Sedalia in the office of State Insurance Com- 
missioner Ellerbe in the Turner Bullding. 
Gov. Francis had arrived from Jefferscn City 
on the morning train, accompanied by State 
Labor Commissioner W. C. Hall, and both we 
were present at the meeting. Mr. Han 
Drought a large map intended for 
the Missouri exhihit showing by 
counties the commodities marketed from 
Missouri during 1890, and also had other sug- 
gestions for the Missouri World’s Fair ex- 
hibits which he wished to submit to the com- 
mission. The importance of to-day’s meet- 
ing arose from the fact that it marked the 
beginning of active preparations for the 
Missouri exhibit, and that the most weighty 
questions to come before the commission 
was billed for discussion in &t, Louis. Of 
these the first in point of importance was the 
question of the erection of a suitable 
building for Missouri, and following that 
the appointment of proper commit- 
tees for the carrying out of the 
details of the Missouriexhibit and also the 
creation of the office of Executive Commls- 
sioner and the selection of a man for that 
office who possessed the ability necessary 
for the active management of Missouri’s in- 
terests at the World’s Fair. 

The full board of the Missouri World's Fair 
Commission is as follows: N. H. Gentry of 
Sedalia, President; Nathan Frank of St. 
Louls, Vice-President; E. McD. Coffey of 
Platte City, Treasurer; Charles W. Green of 
Brookfield, Secretary; Hugh J. McGowan of 
Kansas City, I. J. Gregg of 
Joplin and William Dawson of New Madrid. 
Those present this morning were President 
Gentry, Vice-President Frank, Secretary 
Green, Treasurer Coffey and Messrs. McGow- 
and Gregg, Mr. Dawson, the only absentee, 
being prevenetd by private business from 
coming to St. Louis at this time. 

VICE-PRESIDENT FRANK'S KICK. 

Vice-President Nathan Frank was making a 
vigorous Republican kick against the lateness 
ofall his Democratic colleagues on the com- 
mission just as they arrived at Mr. Eilerbe’s 
Office in a body.

Mission every time, confound it!“ ejaculated 
the ex Oongressman. They're never on 
time, and you've got to waste half a day be- 
fore you get down to business. 

At this moment the others appeared at the 
door.

Vice-President 
Frank, whose name was first on the 
committee of three on building and 
sites, appointed by President Gentry, ap- 
pealed for information as to whether 
that priority made him the chairman of the 
committee, and after tangling the commis- 
sion up a little gave them pointers in parlia- 
mentary usage and then passed around com- 
piimentary season tickets to the Exposition 
tendered to the commission by the Exposition 
management. 

VISITORS BEFORE THE COMMISSION. 


At this point State Treasurer Lon V. 
Etephens appeared for a moment in the meet- 
ing-room, and after greeting the members 
withdrew. 

Mr. Frank then announced that Mrs. Bien 
nerhassett-Adams, who had been appointed 
by the commission as one of the Board of 
Lady Commissioners, was in the ante-room 
and would like to meet the members of the 
commission and receive her instructions. 
Mrs. Blennerhassett-Adams was at once in- 
vited to enter and had a long conference 
with the commission. She was instructed as 
to the importance of visiting the various 
State fairs with a view of securing additions 
to the Missouri exhibit. She also asked if it 
Was necessary for her to visit Chicago within 
the near future, and was told that it was 
not, asthree of the ladies appointed were 
now in that city and would be famillar with 
the situation there. It was then stated that 
a meeting of all the ladies appointed 
would be held with the commission at some 
time during the progress of the St. Louis Ex- 
position. Mrs. Blennerhasset-Adams then 
withdrew, and Gov. Francis was the next 
visitor admitted before the meeting. 

THE GOVERNOR'S REPORT. 

The Governor made a report of the result of 
a visit to Chicago with a committee ap- 
pointed to examine the question of building 
and sites. He stated that the delegation had 
conferred with the World's Fair authorities 
in Chicago, and that they were stil waiting 
for definite replies from those gentlemen. 
lie did not think there was any necessity for 
the Committee on Building and Sites to visit 
Chicago in the near future. The commission 
agreed with the Governor that the matter 
could wait the action of the World’s Fair 
authorities, who were now considering re- 
quests fromthe State Commission as to the 
proper site for the World's Falr building 
which Missouri proposesto erect. The Na- 
tional Commission of the World’s Fair was 
to meet within the next week or two, the 
Governor suggested, and it might be well to 
do nothing before that time and then have 
Missouri represented before the National 
Commission. 

Gov. Francis suggested that as the com- 
mission would probably be in session all day,

The question of the proper form of war- 
rants for expenses of the commission, 
to be drawn dy the Secretary upon 
the State Treasurer, was then brought up, 
and after reference to the Sessions’ Acts 
the form to be followed was agreed upon and 
the first warrant drawn, being for the pay- 
ment of salaries. 

MR. FRANK KICKS AGAIN. 

A motion to adjourn was withdrawn, ow- 
ing to Mr. Frank's opposition, based on the 
ground that no business had been done as 
yet. But just as the Commission settied 
down to business a tap at the door was heard 
and President Gentry announced a moment 
later that Mr. W. J. Jackson of 
St. Louis wished to show the Com- 
mission some samples of chemically pre- 
served fruit which he hoped to display 
at the World’s Fair. Again Mr. Frank grew 
tired and kicked, asking why Mr. Jackson 
could not come in the afternoon, after the 
commission had got through with its actual 
business. But the only answer was the ad- 
mission of Mr. Jackson before the commis- 
sion, and that gentleman spent half an hour 
explaining the merits of his display of pre- 
served fruit. Mr. Jackson isa member of the 
State Board of Horticulture, and gave the 
commission some interesting points as tothe 
possibilities of Missouri’s display of 
fruits at the Worlda’s Fair. 
The great advantage of having Missouri’s 
horticultural display prepared from this 
year’s frult crop was dwelt upon, and it was 
agreed that the commission should meet and 
confer with the State Board of Horticulture 
atanearly date. It was also suggested that 
President J. C. Evans of that board, who 
Itves at Harlem, Mo., be placed in charge of 
the horticultural display of Missouri’s 
World's Fair exhibit. The Secretary was in- 
structed to advise Mr. Evans that the Com- 
mission would call upon him for assistance 
and Mr. Jackson was notified that he could 
appear before the officer in charge of Mis- 
souri’s horticultural display as soon as that 
officer was appointed. 

A FINANCIAL QUESTION. 

The question of the proper allotment of 
the appropriation among the various boards 
to be appointed by the Commission to pre- 
pare the Missouri World’s Fair exhibit, was 
then brought up dy the President. It would be 
necessary to settle the matter and have the 
allottment made before the demands were 
made by the different boards. The chair 
thought the most practical plan was 
to determine what amount was to 
expended on the Missouri building at the 
World's Fair, then estimate the probable ex- 
penses of the commission, and it could then 
be determined what amounts should be allot- 
ted among the various departments prepar- 
ing the exhibits. Otherwise the commission 
would be at sea and there would be danger 
of great confusion before the display was 
completed. 

Gov. Francis suggested that this was a mat 
ter which could best be settled by the Execu- 
tive Commissioner to be appointed by the 
commission. 

And by the way, gentlemen, said the 
Governor, has that appointment been dis- 
cussed yet?“ 

It has not,“ replied President Gentry. 

Then you want toadjourn and get some- 
thing toeat before tackling it,’’ announced 
the Governor affably. The suggestion was 
met with an immediate motion to adjourn 
until 2 o’clock sharp, it being then 12:30. 

And for heaven’s sake, said Vice-Presi- 
dent Frank, ‘‘have it understood that 2 
o’clock means 20’clock. We've got an awful 
lot of work to get through with, and at every 
adjournmentiI have urged the necessity of 
meeting promptly at the hour towhich we 
adjourn. Why cannot we be prompt and get 
down to work atthe hour named, instead of 
strolling in an hour late?“ 

The commission promised to reform in that 

rticular and adjournment was then taken 

02 0’clock. 

THE EXECUTIVE COMMISSIONER, 

The first question taken up at the afternoon 
session was the appointment of the executive 
commissioner. President Gentry stated that 
although the name of Manager Frank Galien- 
nie of the Exposition had been suggested 
for the place, it was understood that he could 
not be won away from the Exposition. The 
other candidates forthe position were Prof. 
Gwynne of Versailles, Mo., and J. Anthony 
Gorman of Memphis, Mo., both of whom had 
applied for appointment. The discussion 
over this question occupied a considerable 
portion of the afternoon session. 

PROF. J. K. GWYNNE APPOINTED. 

It was finally decided not to make a perma- 
nent appointment of an Executive Commis- 
sioner at the present meeting, but Prof. J. 
K. Gwynne of Versailles, O., Was ap- 
pointed Acting Executive Commis- 
sioner at a salary of $150 
per month and actual expenses. He will at 
once enter upon the duties of his position. 
Following thatappointment an Auditing and 
Finance committee was appointed, as fol- 
lows: HughJ. McGowan, Kansas City, Chair- 
man; H. W. Gregs of Joplin and Wm. Daw- 
son of New Madrid.

DRUG MEN TO MEET. 


— — — — 


Object of the Convention Which Opens 
Here To-morrow. 


EFFORTS TO STRENGTHEN THE COM- 
BINE AND PUNISH THE CUTTERS. 


Combine and Atti-Combine Druggists Dis- 
cuss the Situstion— The Opposition 
Dealers Will Seek Admission to the 
Convention—Committeeman Fernow’s 
Defense of the Association. 


A convention of the druggists and medicine 
manufacturers of the Mississippi Valley will 
be called to order to-morrow morning at 10 
o’clock inthe main parlor of the Southern 
Hotel for the purpose of effecting an organ- 
ization and taking such steps as may be con- 
sidered advisable against the apothecaries 
who persist in cutting prices on proprietary 
compounds. The convention has been called 
by the 8t. Louis Apothecaries Association, 
known in some quarters as the ‘‘Druggists’ 
Combine.’’ President Layton, Secretary 
Klie and the other officers of the association 
have worked assiduously to make a success 
of the meeting and they report to-day that 
the outlook is very encouraging. They ex- 
pect that all the leading proprietary medi- 
cine manufacturers of the country will 
send representatives to suggest ways 
and means for the betterment 
of the retail drug business, and for the sup- 
pression of those dealers who makea prac- 
tice of cutting below established prices. 
Though the convention has been called by 
the association which is conducting the anti- 
cutting crusade, some ofthe cutters will at- 
tend and demand a hearing. 

ANTI-CO MBINE MEN TO ATTEND. 


To-day President E. H. Wolff of the Wolft- 
Wileon Drug Co. and James Gibson of 
Ra bot eau & Co., both cutting firms, announc- 
ed that they would attend the meeting 
unless the managers of the convention seri- 
ously objected. The ‘‘combine druggists,’’ 
as they are called, announce their determi- 
nation to continue the fight against the cut- 
ters, and hope to eventually force them into 
the association or out of the business. The 
defection of the Wolff-Wilson Co. from the 
association has aroused some feeling on the 
part of the association against those medi- 
cine mixers and venders. The company 
has two stores and yesterday both 
establishments carried out their determina- 
tion expressed aweek in advance of with- 
drawing from the combine. In doing so they 
made an average cut of 20 per cent on all 
patent medicines. As has been stated, this 
company explained its action inacircular 
letter, in which it charged that the Associa- 
tion did not give itsmembers the protection 
promised at the time the Associa- 
tion was organized. Since the 
retirement of this company. reports 
have been flying thick and fast that the asso- 
clation was on the verge of dissolution and 
that it could not last much longer. 

THE ASSOCIATION’S STRENGTH. 

Replying to this report to-day, S. A. Fer- 
now of the Executive Committee said this 
was entirely untrue. ‘‘The association,’’ he 
said, was never stronger than it is to-day. 
The defection of the Wolf- Wilson Co. has not 
injured ita particle. There are only about 
six or seven cutting stores in the 
city and I don’t think this number 
will be augmented. The fact of the matter 
is, that such an association as we have 
formed isa necessity. Weare not conspira- 
tors, and the term ‘combine’ should not be 
applied to our association. There was so 
much cutting indulged in by the druggists 
prior to this organization that the business 
was well-nigh run into the ground. There 
was little, if any profit, in handling patent 
medicines and, to make both ends meet, the 
retail dealers had to pay poor salaries to 
clerks and otherwise retrench. A 
good, reliable clerk, who is a 
graduate in pharmacy wants living wages 
and something must be made in the business 
to pay him. The public good demands that 
we have reliable men and wemust make 
something out of the businessto pay them. 
My connection withthe association has im- 
proved rather than injured my business, 
despfte the fact that Iam situated right de- 
tween two cutting houses. What action the 
convention will take with respect to the 
cutters is more than I can predict 
at this time. As itis, however, none of the 
wholesale houses here will sell them any-

THE CUTTERS ARE CONFIDENT. 

Mr. Wolff, speaking for the cutters, said he 
had already fully explained his reasons for 
withdrawing from the Association. ‘‘So far 
as the combine is concerned,“ he said, ‘‘I 
don't think it will last sixty days longer. 
Despite the refusalof the wholesale dealers 
to sell us supplies, I know we can get 
them elsewere, We did not sump 
without first taking a careful look at what 
we are doing and we have plenty Of supplies 
and when we want our stock replenished we 
will have no trouble in doing so. We tried 
the Association, found it wanting and we 
simply quit. Idon’t know what action the 
convention to be held here to-morrow can 
take that will interfere with us.“ 

Mr. Gibson of Raboteau & Co., 
cutting firm, said he would 
the convention if he was welcome, 
or to use his own language, was 
not fired. Our firm,’’ he said, ‘‘never went 
into the combine, but we’ve had no trouble 
getting all the patent medicines we wanted. 
I believe, and I think I am sufficiently ac- 
quainted with the situation to know what I 
am talking about, that the combine won't 
last two months after this convention. 

SOME OF THE OBJECTIONS. 

The workings of the association, it appears, 
have not proved entirely satisfactory to the 
down-town druggists. Before the combine was 
perfected, they were, it appears, enabled to 
sell cheaper than druggists in the other sec- 
tions, for the reason that they keep larger 
stocks and buy in such quantities as to secure 
discounts not given tosmaller buyers. The 
formation of the association and the adop- 
tion of the agreement put all the members on 
an equal footing. Since then some of 
the down-town members have com- 
plained that their trade dad i$ fallen 
of, because there were no longer any 
inducements for people to go to the down 
town stores for their medicines. This has 
not been the only objection. A number of 
the members have been complaining that 
other dealers are selling under agreement 
rates notwithstanding their connection with 
the Association. Only a few days ago a 
prominent West End druggist was reported 
by another member for selling a $i bottle of 
medicine for 8 cents. These matters, it is 
expected, will be taken up and fully discussed 
in the convention.

AN UNINGTRUCTED ECONOMIST. 


In the last speech in his surprising Ver- 
mont journey President HARRISON re- 
turned to his surprising ‘‘cheap coat cheap 
man’’ argument, and made a plea for 
costly garments in behalf, as he seemed to 
think, of the producers of the country. 
In the campaign speeches in which this 
astonishing argument first appeared Mr. 
HARRISON described himself as an ‘‘unin- 
structed economist.’’ It does not appear 
from his latest utterances that he has since 
studied ADAM Smits or JOHN STUART 
ML. On the contrary, he seems to be 
proud of his uninstructed condition. He 
is bent on making commodities as dear to 
consumers as possible, and in his zeal for 
the producers’ welfare he overlooks the 
fact that the consumers have some rights— 
among others the right to vote uninstructed 
economists out of power. 

But this cheap coat cheap man logic is 
really no other than the wages argument 
in favor of protection. It is grounded 
upon the assumption that the employer 
will pay high wages if he is assured high 
profits by act of Congress. According to 
this uninstructed political economy the 


terest in hie workingmen which prompts 
him to pay more for labor than he is com- 
pelled to. Thus, with a tariff on trousers, 
the manufacturer of small clothes will pay 
more than 40 cents a dozen for making ten 
dollar trousers because the enormous profit 
on them makes it possible to do so, But 
recent disclosures of the working of the 
sweating system in St. Louis and Chicago 
show that as a matter of fact they do not 
pay more. The employer of the pro- 
ducer’’ is not loyal to protectionist polit- 
ical economy. The wearer of such trous- 
ers is happy in the knowledge that he is 
not a cheap man, but the producer, the 
object of the Indianian’s great-hearted 
solicitude, is in luck if he is able to wear 
any trousers at all. If he does they must 
be paid for out of his wages and must be 
very cheap trousers. Therefore he is a 
very cheap man. 

Of course this argument is not used seri- 
ously by the President, who fs not a fool. 
He knows very well what makes the rate 
of wages, for his plutocratic friends have 
explained that to him. He knows that 
prices and wages are not necessarily re- 
lated, for heis now wearing very costly 
clothes made, ashe knows, by very cheap 
men. But he also knows that a well- 
turned sophism is very useful when the 
elections are coming on, and as this par- 
ticular sophism was loudly applauded 
when first invented, he is trying it again 
with the hope that the trick will not be 
discovered. But it is probable that the 
severe course of instruction in practical 
political economy, through which the 
wage earners in the protected industries 
are now passing, will open their eyes to 
the insincerity of Mr. HARRISON’s solici- 
tude. The day ofthe uninstructed econo- 


mist is passing away.

THE DICTATOR DEAD 


Balmaceda Reported Killed While Cross- 
ing the Andes. 


——

SHOT BY A MULETEER WHOM HE HAD 
ABUSED. 


The Mountain Pass Through Which the 
Fugitive Was Trying to Escape—Ha- 
trod of Americans by the Chilians—Can- 
didates for the Presidency—Gun and 
Torch Rule in Coronel. 


New Yorx, Sept. 2.—A cablegram recetved 
from Valparaiso states that a rumor prevails 
in Santiago that the fugitive President, Bal- 
maceda, lost his life while endeavoring to 
escape across the Andes. The report says 
that the dictator left Santiago on Saturday 
night before the rioting commenced. He 
took his family with him and carrieda great 
deal of personal property, including a con- 
siderable sum of money and some valuable 
jewels. When he reached a point a few 
miles outside of the city he and his family 
abandoned the carriages in which they had 
been traveling and took a special train 
which was in waiting to convey them to Los 
Andes, thirty-two miles northeast of Santi- 
ago. Here Balmaceda left his family and 
with a companion started on Monday night 
to make his way across the mountains, his 
ultimate purpose being to reach Buenos 
Ayres. The weather was bitterly cold and 
the snow on the ground made travel very 
dificult. Balmaceda rode a mule, which ts 
the only animal that is of any use in the 
mountain passes through which he was mak- 
ing his way. 

Tuesday morning the muleteers began to 
grumble and wanted to turn back as the 
weather was becoming so severe and the 
snow so deep that they feared they would 
lose their lives. Balmaceda, knowing that 
almost certain death awaited him if he re- 
turned, refused to turn back, and in a fit of 
passion struck one of the muleteers who re- 
taliated by drawing a pistol and shooting 
the ex President dead on ‘the spot. 
His companion then killed Balma- 
ceda’s companion and after rifling 
their pockets made good their escape. Their 
bodies, according to the story sent here, 
were found by a party of taineers and 
returned to Los Andes. 

No further particulars could be obtained. 
The news has created great interest in this 
city, but noone seemed surprised, asit was 
generally believed that the unfortunate man 
would either be killed or perish with the cold 
before he reached a place of safety, if he 
tried to make his escape by crossing the 
Andes, 

There are many ses over the Andes from 
Chili to the Argentine Republic, and they are 
said to be open for eight months inthe year. 
They are to me and dangerous at any time, 
but at this season, which isthe Ohilian win- 
ter, it is next to impossible to safely traverse 
any of them, and at no time 
can a vehicle be used. The pass 
through . according tothe story from 
Santiago, Imaceda was endeavoring to 
reach the Eastern side of the mountains is 
called the Dehega Pass and its height is 14,500 
feet. The ascent from the Santiago side is 
more ladorious than from Argentine 
r into which the moun- 
tain escends by comparatively 
‘steps or terraces, reaching 

mpas or plains below. It was supposed 
hat Balmaceda was endeavoring to reach 

Buenos Ayres, the capital city of the Argen- 
tine Republic. <As the crow files Buenos 
„ is nearly 1,000 miles from Santiago. 
After ee Andes the exile ho to 
strike the rallway completed a few years ago 
from San Luis to the Argentine capital, 
when the remainder of the journey would be 
made in safety. As the snow falis toa great 
depth in the ses at this season, a passage 
if made at all, would occupy many days, and 
if the story of the death of the fugitive 
dictator proves to be untrue, considerable 
time will;elapse before he is heard from 
should he really have made the attempt to 
get out of the country by the route sug- 
gested. 

A cadlegram from Valpariso the day fol-

maceda fied by a special train to ‘Talcahuano 
on Conception Bay, and that there he would 
make connection with the war ships Condell 
and Imperialo, and in one of these vessels, 
probably the former, make for Buenos Ayres 
or Montevideo. 


NEWS FROM EGAN. 


THE AMERICAN MINISTER SENDS A MESSAGE TO 
BLAINE. 

WasHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 2.—At last the De- 
partment of State has heard directly from 
Minister Egan. The newscame in the form 
of the following cablegram: 


SANTIAGO, Sept. 1, 1891. 
Blaine, Washington: 

A decisive battle at Valparaiso 28th of Au 
revolution entirely successful. President 
resigned 29th. Revolutioniste installed. 
Everything tranquil. EGAN. 

The delay in receiving this report has been 
solved by the department. Acting Secretary 
Wharton has received information that the 
telegraphic connection between Santiago 
and Valparaiso, the western cable terminus, 
had been cut, and has just been restored, 
and that the line eastward from Santiago to 
Buenos Ayres has been interrupted by heavy 
snows in the Andes. Although Minister 
Egan’s cablegram officially indicates the suc- 
cess of what he describes as the revolution, 
he has not yet informed the Department of 
State that a Government has been set up that 
may be recognized as a Government of the 
people representative of the country. Ac- 
cordingly the department will probably 
await further detailed information from the 
Minister before according formal recog- 
nition to the new Government. 


THE NEW GOVERNMENT. 


GETTING READY FOR THE PRESIDENTIAL ELEC- 
TION—GEN. CANTO. 

SANTIAGO, Chill, Sept. 2.—The Directors of 
the revolution, the insurgent Junta, have 
arrived here from Iquique. Gen. Canto and 
Senor Jorge Montt came from Valparaiso yes- 
terday. The distinguished gentlemen were 
affectionately received by Gen. Baquedano, 
the provisional President, to whom Balma- 
ceda surrendered the city before his flight. 
Steps will be at once taken to complete the 
reorganization of the Government by calling 
an election for President. The election is 
expected to take place within the next forty 
days. 

The candidates most prominently men- 
tioned are Senors. Bellisario, Prato, Irar- 
razaval, Oohouren, Erragzuris and Carlos 
Walker-Martinez. Just now Gen. Baquedano 
is much talked of, his present position giving 
him much prominence. The Chilians are, 
however, averse to the policy of placing 
military men at the head of their Govern- 
ment. 

Were it not for this feeling Gen. Canto 
might be a strong candidate, his achieve- 
ments inthe present war giving him much 
distinction and popularity.

GUN AND TORCH., 


HORRORS FOLLOWING IN THE WAKE OF THE 
CHILIAN REVOLUTION. 


VALPARAISO, Chili, Sept. 2.—The horrors 
which always follow in the tram of a revolu- 
tion in South American countries are bein 
witnessed in Chill. Riot, phase an 
massacre are holding carnival at Coronel, a 
city of 6,000 inhabitants on the Southern 
Coast near Concepcion. The two regiments 
of Government troops which were taken to 
that port recently from Coquimbo by the 
transport Imperiale revolted when they 
heard of the defeat of the Balmacedists. They 
shotto death all oftheir officers and dis- 
banded. Nearly four thousand coal miners 
joined them, and together they took posses- 
sion of the town. All sorts of excesses have 
been committed by them, Houses and stores 
have been sacked and burned. The slightest 
protest against their actions is met by rifle 
shots. Women have been abused and sub- 
jected to brutalities of the most revolting 
character. 

The cities of Tolcahuano and Concepcion 
have not been free from mob violence, but 
the success of the unrestrained vicious ele- 
ment have not been of so grave a nature as 
at Coronel. Ships from the foreign fleets 
have been dispatched from here to the scene 
of the disorder, and their guns will bring the 
mob into subjection and protect foreign resi- 
dents. : 

Hostile Coquimbo has pulled down the 
banner of Balmaceda, and, regarding discre- 
tion the better part of valor, surrendered 
without firing a shot. 

Order has n restored in Santiago and 
Valparaiso. The mobs have been gotten un- 


der control in those cities, and there is no 


likelihood of the authorities being unable to 
preserve the peace from this out. Mercan- 
tile establishments have been reopened in 
this city, and the business section is gradu- 
ally resuming its customary appearance. 

It has been found impossible to bury all the 
bodies which were left on Friday’s battle 
field with the facilities at the command of 
the authorities and it has therefore been de- 
cided to cremate them. This will probably 
be done to-morrow. The hospitals in the 
city are filled and all the available medical 
force in the city is kept as busy as it can be. 
Many ofthe men who were . wounded at the 
battle of Cencon were left for many days 
without attention. Had not the foréign sur- 
geons organized an ambulance corps the 
sufferings of the wounded soldiers would 
have been infinitely greater and many more 
of them would have died.

They Are Being Told by Mr. Penning- 
ton About His Airship. 


FURTHER INTERESTING REVELATIONS 
ABOUT THE “SUCCESSFUL” TRIAL. 


0 

The Inventor Still Maintains That He 
Made an Ascent and That a Number 
- Witnessed It, but Refuses to Give 
any Names—James McManus Tells 
What He Saw. 


If the course pursued by Mr. Pennington’s 
air ship on its first long voyage turns out as 
devious as the statements which have been 
made about the vessel’s trial trip, there is no 
telling where it may bring up. 

If the statements are truthful, they are 
examples of the most erratic veracity on 
record. If they are falsehoods, they are 
specimens of about as ridiculous, uncircum- 
stantial, poorly concocted and badly con- 
certed lies as ever were used to bolster up a 
weak -kneed fake. 

Here are the plain, unvarnished facts; the 
reader may judge for himself. 

THE FACTS RELATED. 

On Saturday night before 10:30 o’clock In- 
ventor Pennington stated to newspaper men 
that he had made a perfectiy satisfactory 
ascension in his ship at 7o’clock that evening 
in the presence of an audience of Jockey Olub 
members and others, at which time he per- 
formed all the evolutions of going ahead, 
rising, Gescenging, turning and steering 
that he promised to perform and that he 
made several trips into and out of the tent. 
On Monday the reporters of the Post-Dis- 
PATCH started out to ascertain the truth or 
falsity, if possible, of Mr. Pennington’s 
claims. The first man spoken with was Mr. 
Taylor, the gate-keeper at the main gate, 
who stated that an employe of the 
grounds had reported to him 
that he saw the airship come out 
of the tent atio’clock in the morning and 
perform eccentric gyrations above the race 
course. This communicative gentleman, 
however, refused to permit Mr. Taylor to 
divuige his name, possibly through fear that 
his friends might suspect that he required a 
liberal dose of bromide. 

The next man seen was Machinist Butler, 
one of the partners in the aerial project. 
Butler squandered nearly two hours of his 
valuable time on the PostT-DIsPATCH man 
trying to explain how the ship could and did 
Ay, dispite the lack of gearing, adequate 
mechanical appliances and sufficient motor 
power. 

He stated positively in the presente of no 
less than six witnesses, including Steam En- 
gineer George Brown and Electrical Engineer 
O. T. Kelley of the Stagl Electric Engineer- 
ing Co., that an ascension was positively 


made at 9 o'clock Saturday eveningin the 


présence only of himself, Mr. Pugh and Mr. 
Brown, Mr. Pennington occupying the car of 
the balloon. Mr. Butler asserted that the 
balloon rose 200 feet im the air 
and made three trips out over 
the grounds, describing ellipses of great di- 
mensions, once being driven by a currentjfur- 
‘nished by a stationary dynamo and twice by 
electricity from six cells ofa storage battery 
affording twelve volts current. He was pos- 
itive as to details and time and only con- 
sented to take 100 feet off the altitude of the 
ascent. 

Next Electrical Engineer Kelley was ques- 
tioned. He is an employe of the Stagl Elec- 
tric Co. and in no way under the influence of 
Mr. Pennington. He said that he was at the 
tent all the evening until 9c’clock, at which 
time no attempt was made to fly and none 
was hintedat. He knew nothing except that 
it was claimed on Sunday that a filght was 
Wade later in the night. 

Absolutely the same statement was made 
by Mr. Stagl, who said that he also left 
the tent at the Fair Ground at 9 o'clock and 
that no flight had been made up to that time 
and that it would have taken a couple of 
hours to get ready to fly, if the machine could 
do it. a 

Thus far, Pennington had set the time of 
his flight at 7 o’clock In the presence o Jockey 
Club members and others, the man atthe 
gate set it at 1 o’clock in the morning, Mr. 
Butler put it at9o’clock in the presence of 
no outsiders at all, and the two electricians 
declared that no ascensions were made at all. 

When asked on Monday morning about the 
reported ascension Mr. Rolla Wells, FPresi- 
dent of the Fair Grounds Association, said, 
in the presence of Mr. Pugh of the Air Ship 
Co., who satin Mr. Wells’ office, that he 
knew nothing about the ascent and that any 
statement about any experiments coming 
from any one but himself were not official 
and must be taken for what they Were worth. 
Mr. Pugh, in the language of the street, 
never opened his head. 

PENNINGTON’S QUEER CONDUCT. 

Yesterday Mr. Pennington visited the office 
of the Post-DISPATCH and sorrowfully pro- 
tested that he made the ascent as described 
by himself and invited the paper to senda 
reporter to his room at the Southern to get 
facts and figures from him at 8:30 p. ma. He 
madea positive engagement and agreed to 
be at his room for that purpose from 8:80 to 
9 o’clock. He also promised to offer for 
perusal several thousand congratulatory, 
business and other letters referring to his 
success. The engagement was positive. 
These letters had been promised again and 
again during a period covering over a week, 
and every engagement had been broken or 
unimportant excuses for falling to keep the 
agreement given. 

At the appointed time last evening two re- 
porters from this paper called at the hotel 
and sent their cards to Mr. Pcnnington’s 
room and then tor. Pugh's. Neither were in, 
and their lights were turned out. At 9 o’clock 
the cards were again sent with like result. 4 
search of the parlors and dining-rooms was 
then made, without result. An examination 
of out of the way corners resulted and finally 
Mr. Pennington and Mr. and Mrs. Pugh were 
found ina dark corner of the porch roof on 
Walnut street, ensconced in high-backed 
chairs. 

Mr. Pennington, when he saw that he had 
visitors, greeted the newspaper men effu- 
sively, but neglected toexplain his strange 
conduct.

Why a Fire Alarm Operator Can’t Get 
His Pay for August. 
HELD BY Tue cr TREAS URER ON A 
MONEY LENDER'S ORDER. 


Mr. Foerstel Between Two Fires The 
Borrower Claims That He Has Mors 
Than Paid the Debt With Legal Inter. 
est 10 Paid in Two Years for $100 
—City Hall News. 


There is a complication in the City Treas. 
urer’s office over the payment of $100 Salary 
which ordinarily would be drawn by an 
operator in the Fire Alarm office. His salary 
is $100 a month, but some time ago he went to 
Julius Groschke, a money lender, and se. 
cured the loan of $100 at arate of interest 
which is not usvally charged upon 
money. A few days ago the = Treas. 
urer received an order on a printed 
form, signed by the operator, instructing 
him to allow Mr. Groschke to sign his name to 
the pay roll for the amount due thereon. 
This order the treasurer filed away with oth. 
ers of the same nature, which unfortunately 
are only too numerous. In due 
time the various money lenders 
came along and fn conformity 
with the various orders drew the money of 
several employes. The fire alarm operator 
putin a protestand told the treasurer that 
Groschke was not entitled to the money, as 
he had More than paid and 
he demanded his salery. The 
treasurer, having his written order 
to pay Groschke, refused. Then Groschke, 
through his attorneys, Lubke & Muench, re 
quested that the Treasurer turn over the 
money to him. 

Treasurer Foerstel, not liking the looks of 
things, simply refused to pay the 
money to anybody and put it away 
in the strong box and  (tola both 
parties that he did not feel that he was the 
arbitrator or judge in the matter, and that as 
soon as they settled their differences on the 
outside, he would hand over the money. 

THE TREASURER’S POSITION. 

Assistant Treasurer Edward Foerstel said 
this morning: We cannot act as collectors 
for money lenders, nor can we very well 
refuse to recognize a man’s order to pay to 
another after we have accepted it, This puts 
us ma very awkward position and we decided 
not to take a hand init, and to remain pas. 
sive in the matter until they settle it between 
them. 
SAYS HE PAID GROSCHKE. 

The operator, who has been in the Fire 
Alarm office for years, and is ohe of the best 
known operators in the service, said this 
morning that he was surprised at Treasurer 
Foerstel’s fefusal to him his salary for 
the month of August. ‘‘This man Groschke,’’ 
he said, has been paid everything due him 
and with good interest. Two years ago | 
borrowed $100 from him at a time that I badly 
needed the money and after I had paid him 
$180 in return I concluded he had enough, and 
just refused to give himany more. Now he 
figures that I stimm owe him 3100, 
and he is trying to gobble 
my salary. Iwill resist his scheme to the 
end and expect to recover my salary. 
Groschke has no claim whatever on that 
salary. I did authorize hifi to sign my name 
to the pay-roll and draw my salary, but! 
afterwards cancelled that authority and so 
notified Mr. Foerstel. 

SIMILAR CASES. 

This is by no means the first dispute that 
has arisen in the Treasurer’s office over the 
claims of money lenders. Not long agoa 
money lender walked in Treasurer Foerstel's 
office and demanded the salary of a fireman. 
The fireman objected strenuously, claiming 
that he had fully paidthe money lender's 
note. After the Treasurer had carefully 
looked into the dispute he gave the fire. 
man his salary, much to the disgust of the 
money lender. There are a numberof Na- 
poleons of finance who make a practice of 
lending money to clerks in financial straitsat 
enormous rates of interest. Not long ago 
one of these financters loaned a Court houst 
clerk $100, minus $10 commission, and then 
taxed him $5 per month for inte rest on $100 as 
the principal.

SEEKING‘ HIDDEN GOLD. 


A STRANGE OLD VAULT UNEARTHED AT 
KANSAS CITY. 


It Is Believed to Contain Long-Buried 
Treasure— A Legend of the Earlier Set- 
tlers Leads to the Search—Guarding the 
Find—Great Expectations. 


Kaxsas Orrr, Sep. 1.—In all climes and un- 
Ger all conditions men are found in the 
pursuit of gold. but the operations of a party 
of men in the South part of this town is the 
first instance of digging for it that is recorded 
in the history of Kansas City.There isa legend 
amongthe older settlers, now almost for- 
gotten that forty years ago arich Spaniard 
was traveling through this country with an 
immense treasure of gold and silver with 
him. Being afraid ot the Indians he buried 
his treasure on the lonely bank of the little 
stream that runs off in a southerly direc- 
tion from the intersection of what is now 
Twenty-third and Walnut streets. 
This taie is told another way by some of the 
oldest inhabitants, who relate that three rich 
Englishmen were traveling through this part 
of the country during the civil war. They 
camped one night on the bank of the littie 
stream, and, being afraid one or the other of 
the opposing forces and marauding bands 
would get their wealth, they Duried it. One 
of them was soon afterwards killed, another 
has since died, and the thira came back not 
many years since to look for the gold, but 
could not locate the spot where it was 
buried. 


THE SEARCH BEGUS. 

These stories were quite current some 
years ago, but no effort, so far as can be as- 
certained, was made to unearth the hidden 
wealth until the present search began some 
days ago. The present bunt came about as 
foliows: David &. Weir, a city contractor, 
while doing some street work in the 
locality named, had cause to make 
an excavation. While doing 60 
the men employed by him struck what 
seemed to be the top of a brick arch or dome 
under the ground. Not much attention was 
paid to the discovery at the time, but Mr. 
Welr, bearing the story of the buried treas- 
ure, at once became convinced that his men 
had found the spot so long forgotten and set 
about verifying his opinion. The location is 
on the edge of a bluff overlooking the Beit 
line, andthe hills and gullies around give 
the place a wild, weird appearance. A few 
scragay trees grow in the vicinity and about 
5 feet east of the spot where the treasure is 
supposed to be buried an elm tree casts its 
shadow. A little farther than that to the 
west there is another elm and about 10 feet 
south an oak spreads its branches. It is a 
good spot for hiding away a fortune and the 
men at work think itisthe place where the 
treasure is buried. 

FOUND THE VAULT. 

Men were put to work getting away the 
earth above the brickwork. A hole was dug 
sidewise under the sidewalk and one man 
with pick and shovel would load a bucket 
which another man pulled ap with 4 rope. 
There are six or seven fect of embankment 
made in grading the street. Soon after get- 
ting down through this to the natura! forma 
tion several bucket loads of brick were 
found and then the workers came 
upon a vault built of brick and stone. 
The arched top is composed of brick laid with 
out mortar. The diameter of this supposed 
sepulchre of gold is about 5 feet in the largest 
part. From thisit tapers down to a square 
shape, the sides ot which are only 2 feet 10 
inches. The upper z feet of the vault is of 
brick andthe restasfar down as has been 
uncovered, about four feet, is of dressed 
limestone laid without mortar. The brick 


are the usual size, 8xéx2 inches, with a 


hollow or depression on one side, about six 
inches long and three inches wide. Itis an 


old style that are not made here now. There 


were kilns here before the war that turned 


out this make of brick, but there has been 


nothing like it in late years. The vault has 


not yet been opened, but it is carefully 


guarded by Mr. Weir and the men associated 


with him in the enterprise.

THE CHAMPION’S BACKER TIRED OF 
WAITING ON SLAVIN.

With his friends, 
Johnston has anxiously awaited advices 
from Slavin, but nothing has been said 
by the Australian regarding an inclination 
to cover the amount. Johnston was not 
greatly disappointed, but he Delieved that 
Slavin would say something. The Australian 
talked nonsense about his second visit to 
America, which is likely to be m October, 
that is ifthe Rnglish reports are to be de- 
lieved, but nota word has been said about 
covering the $1,000 the Herald was holding, 
not even a communication from Mitchell or 
Moore, who seem to have gone hand in hand 
with the Australian in all his strategic move- 


ments against Sullivan.
